RUSSIAN CHOLERA RIOTERS. 

Sentences Passed Upon the Men Who Caused 
the Outbreak Some Time Since. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 28.— A court mar- 
tial in Laskend has passed sentence on the 
leaders of the cholera riots on July 10 last. 
Seventy men were tried, eight, were sen- 
tenced to be strangled, four to the loss of 
all their civil rights and deportation to Si- 
beria for life, and thirty-three to long 
terms of imprisonment, twenty-five being 
acquitted. All the men tried were among the 
b,O00 Sarts, who rose against the physicians 
and authorities of Tashltend in the belief 
that tho latter had killed the poor who were 
suffering from the epidemic. The mob in- 
vaded the Russian quartors, killed Deputy 
Governor Count Poutinstinoff, broke open 
and plundered the shops, and stoned all tho 
citizens on their way. The military were 
called out, and fired repeatedly on the 
rioters before they would disperse. Seventy- 
five lives were lost in the fight.

railway borrowed about $200,000 from the 
Western National hank of New* York. Last 
month the bank began suit to recover the 
amount. To-day the defendants entered a 
plea of usury, setting forth that the bank, 
besides charging tho legal six per cent., ex- 
acted * bonus of 20 per cent, for making tho 
loan, contrary to tho laws of the State of 
New York, thns rendering the notes void. 
Notwithstanding this, the bank proceeded 
to sell the road, buying it for the ridiculous 
sum of §1(1,000. Tho securities put up as 
collateral amount to 61,200,000. They ask 
that the notes ho cancelled anil tho securi- 
ties returned.

He was at ono tinio a Baptist 
preach and later a professional prize lighter. 
He killed the woman with a hatchet in a 
drunken jealous rage, hacking her body 
most horribly, Hallinger was strangled to 
death.

THE MONTE CARLO DUEL, 



Who Were the American and the Rus- 
sian Principals — Speculations 
as to the Latter's Identity. 



Cause or the Trouble- The American 
Very Popular Among the 
Habitues- 



London, Doc. 28. — The newspaper which 
contained the story of a duel at Monte 
Carlo between an American and a Russian 
known as the Count Peter Romanoff, was 
tho Vienna Tageblatt, and not the Berlin 
Tugeblatt, as at first reported. A despatch 
to-day says that the American engaged in 
tho duel was named day Brockton, and ho 
was not from Brooklyn, as before stated. 
The suggestion that he was from Brooklyn 
was undoubtedly caused by a mistake 
as to his name. The American 
and Romanoff quarrelled at the gam- 
bling tables, RomanoS being the aggres- 
sor. The American sharply resented 
an insulting remark on the part of the 
Count, and an immediate challenge was the 
result. The two men fought in the grounds 
of a private villa, and evidently meant a 
duel to the death. The conditions were 
twenty-live paces, with liberty to advance 
to within two paces of each other, and to 
keep on firing until one or tho other should 
fall. ISoth the American and Russian came 
calmly to the mark, and on the word being 
given, they fired with deadly intent, at 
the same time, starting to advance. The 
second bullet from Brockton's pistol sttuok 
Romanoff just above the heart. The count 
reeled and fell, and in a few minutes ex- 
pired. Considerable mystery exists as to 
the identity of Count Peter Romanoff, His 
name, real or assumed, has suggested some 
connection with the Imperial family 
of Russia. A New York newspaper 
suggests that Count Peter Romanoff may or 
may not be the travelling incognito of the 
Grand Duke Peter Nicolavitch, who is the 
second son of tho late Grand Duke Nicolai- 
vitch, who was the Cz ir'a uncle. The 
Grand Duke Peter was horn at St. Peters- 
burg in 1861, i:i aide-de-camp to tho Km- 
peror, captain of the Lancers' regiment of 
the Imperial Guard, and was married in 
1SSU at Peterboff to the Princess Militza, 
the oldest daughter of the Prince of Monte- 
negro. 

Further particulars of tho duel were re- 
ceived at Vienna this evening. The quarrel 
out of which the duel grew appears to have 
been due to a misunderstanding on the part 
of tho Count. It seems that Brockton had 
been winning heavily at the gambling 
tables and had tossed a "pour- 
boire" to the croupier, which the 
Count eupposed was intended for him. 
Tho Count accused Brockton of iusultiug 
him by throwing him the coin. Brockton 
denied the charge and tried to cxpluin that 
tho coin was for the croupier. Tlie Count, 
repeating that Brockton had insulted him, 
Brockton gave him the lie direct and a chal- 
lenge followed. The names of the seconds 
are not known. Brockton left Nice yester- 
day, He had been there six weeks and had 
played at the tables almost daily. He is 
very popular. 



KASL0 CITY. 



Mr. I). J. Muun Gives Some Facts 
About That Rapidly Grow- 
ing Place. 



The Centre of a Rich Mining; Country 
—Extensive Projected Im- 
provements. 



Mr. D. J. Munn, of New \\ cstminster, is 
just down from the Kaslo and Sloean dis- 
tricts. He reports a good season iu that 
section. 

"Things there aro looking prosperous," 
said he, " a rjuantity of ore is being shipped 
by means of sleighs from the mines to Kaslo, 
and thence by rail and water to tho various 
smelters of the United States. The cost of 
transportation is tho only drawback to the 
rapid development of this section, but this 
problem will soon be solved. Ore has already 
been shipped over this road, which has given 
owners a chance to sent out mineral, and 
ascertain their value, and demonstrate more 
clearly than ever the pressing necessity for 
a railroad, the survey lor which has already 
been completed. 

"Tho town of Kaslo is growing as rapidly 
as lumber can be found to erect buildings. 
Lumber is often not twenty-four hours from 
the log to the building. Business is very 
brisk and money is easy. Sampling works 
will shortly bo erected by a number of local 
business men. This will give prospectors 
and mine owners a chance to readily ascer- 
tain tho value of their ores, and thus pro- 
moto development work aa well as facilitate 
shipping. 

" A private bank will be in operation by 
tho first of January. Mr. J. M. Burke is 
the promoter of this enterprise, and has 
ample backing for carrying on ah extensive 
business. 

" Applications will bo mado for charters 
for an electric light plant and water works 
by tho citizens, and a number of other im- 
provements aro under way which will 
greatly benefit tho town. 

"Ono great reason for the interest taken in 
this section by American miners is that 
there are but very few mines in the United 
States that carry tho high grade ores of 
this region, and there is not the same de- 
pendence on the maintenance of a high 
price for silver which is inevitable on the 
other side. 

"Prom present indications it is safe to pre- 
dict that in the near future a sufficient 
Dumber of smelters will be erected in and 
near Kaslo, along tho Xootenay lake, to 
handle all tho output of the mines and thus 
render expensive transportation no longer 
necessary, 

"Tho outlook is all that could be asked 
for, and there will no doubt be a great 
rush to this region during tho coming 
season, with a progress all along the line 
that will astonish uton the most sanguine, 
Tho trouble is that one can hardly tell the 
plain truth about this region and find the 
public ready to believe the facts." 



CHILIAN INDEMNITY. 

The American Government in a Quandary an 
to how to Distribute it. 

Washington, Dec. 28. — The $75,000 
accepted by this Government from Chili in 
settlement of all damages in tho 
Baltimore riots in Valparaiso are now 
in tho U. S. Troasury to tho credit 
of the Secretary of tho Navy, but, judging 
from present indications a long time will 
elapse before any part of the sum is drawn 
for tiio purpose of distribution among tho 
claimants. This probable delay is mainly 
duo to tho opinion of several of the 
Government's legal advisers that neither 
the Secretary of tho Navy nor any other 
Federal ofiicer has sufficient authority to 
disburse tho fund in a way that would 
fully and effectually protect tho Gov- 
ernment from the demands of such of tho 
claimants as might be dissatisfied with their 
allotment. Secretary Tracy has ex- 
pressed grave doubts on tiiis subject 
himself, and has practically con- 
cluded to ask the 1 'resilient to refer tho 
matter to Congress with a view to tho 
enactment of spec al legislation which will 
ensure the distribution of the award in 
proper legal form and at the same time re- 
duce tho prospects of future litigation to ti 
minimum. 

CARLE NEWS. 



Costn Itlca and the Canal. 

Panama, Dec. 27.— The boundary dis- 
pute between Costa Rica and Nicaragua iu 
assuming threatening dimensions and hos- 
tilities may begin at any moment. The ter- 
ritory in question is but a few thousand 
rquare miles, and would bo worth little to 
Costa Rica should she acquire it. Costa Rica 
is believed, therefore, to seek merely an op- 
portunity to impose of Nicaragua terms far- 
orable to her own interests in matters af- 
fected by the canal. Should she succeed iu 
provoking war, she probably would triumph, 
for although poor in men and money she is 
superior in both respects to Nicaragua. 

De Itclnuch's Death. 

London, Dec. 2S. — Tho Paris correspon- 
dent of the Daily News says: " All that 
Dr. Brouardett has concluded in the case of 
Baron de Reinaoh is that the Baron died of 
neither congestion of tho brain, of conges- 
tion of the blood vessels nor of syncope."

London, Dec, 27.— In a dispatch to tho 
Standard from Moscow it is reported that 
the Minister of Justice has decided to ex- 
empt female convicts in Siberia from Hog- 
ging and from wearing manacles, and to 
substitute punishment by restricted- diet 
and isolation. The decision of the ministry 
awaits the sanction of the Imperial council.

BUENOS Ames, Dec. 28.— To day's ad- 
vices from the scat of tho insurrection in 
tho Province of Corrientes are more favor- 
able to the government. Tho report that 
the town of Caseras had been captured by 
the rebels turns out to be without founda- 
tion. Tho insurgents, numbering 1,500 
men, made four assaults upon the town, but 
were repulsed with heavy losses by the gar- 
rison oi live hundred men.

Glasgow, Dec. 28.— The sailor McNeilly, 
who accompanied the alleged murderer VVm. 
McP.wcn, to his home one night last Octo- 
ber, along with an unfortunate woman, 
who was murdered and horribly mutilated 
some time during the night, w : as to-day ac- 
quitted of complicity in the crime. 
McBwen, charged with the murder, was 
found guilty and sentenced to death. The 
crime was ono of the most horrible ever 
committed, and resembled Ripper atroictiea 
in Whitechapel.

KASLO-SIOCAN. 

(From tho Examiner.) 
Wo are enabled to announce definitely 
that the railway from the city into tho heart 
of the Slocan country will bo begun as soon 
as tho suow clears off the ground in spring. 
During the winter months tho work of pre- 
paration will bo pushed forward so that 
there will bo no delay when tho time 
for construction arrives. Rails, rolling 
stock, etc , will be purchased, and 
forwarded to be in readiness as soon as tho 
first mile of grading is dono. It is rumored 
on good authority that the work of con- 
struction, although carried forward under 
tho charter of the Kaslo-Slocan Railway 
company, is to be really under the control 
of the Great Northern. 

The Beaver mine in tho Slocm country 
has been bonded to a Montreal syndicate 
for 875,000. The ore is of a lino steel gal- 
ena, showing strong traces of copper. Its 
silver assay is 100 ounces, with 50 per cent, 
lead. 

The Lakeview mine in Bear lake district 
is perhaps one of tho best located properties 
in the Sloe.ui country. Tho ledge, which 
shows three feet of solid ore, comes down to 
almost the water's edge. Throe assays were 
made recently from different samples of ore 
taken from tho mine that run from 425 to 
1,452 ounces of silver. 

J. A. Wither, ono of tho first men to 
penetrate tho Sloc.ui mining country, has 
arrived in tho city to spend the winter. He 
reports that the K.islo road up as fur as 
Deer lake is completed.

UNITED FARMERS. 

They Form an Alliance Representing Twenty- 
Five States ami Propose to 
Kim Politics. 



Omaha, Dec. 27. — Paul Vandervoort, re- 
cently chosen head of the secret order with- 
out the farmers' alliance, at the conference 
held at Memphis, says the name of the or- 
der is the Industrial legion, that the object 
of secrecy is to keep spies out of tho camp, 
and that the order already cumbers 100,000 
members. A conference of Populist leaders 
of the country is iu session hero to-day. 
The central object of the organization is a 
farmers' secret political body, known as the 
Industrial legion. About twenty live 
States are represented, Chairman Taubon- 
eok of the Populist national committee and I 
Paul Vandervoort, head of the Industrial ' 
legion, are both here. The meeting is con- 
sidering amendments to tho constitution to 
im et Vandervoort's views, who refuses to 
lead it under the present constitution. 

Indianapolis, Dec 27. — At the meeting 
of Populists held here to-day the constitu- 
tion of the Industrial legion, adopted at the 
Memphis meeting, was amended to meet 
tli3 demands of General Paul Vandervoort, 
who was electod commander-in-chief. To- 
night tho committee appointed to revise the 
constitution in accordance with tho Vander- 
voort view made their report, which was 
adopted. Through tho changes thus made 
tho order is shorn of all but a semblance of 
its military complexion, although General 
Vandervoort's title remains as commander- 
in-chiof. The ritual is also abolished, a 
pledge takes tho place of tho oath that was 
prescribed; tho classes aro abolished and all 
members are admitted on the samo basis, 
and all. who subscribe to the Omaha plat- 
form aro eligible to membership. Tho 
changes being made, Gen. Vandervoort 
signified his acceptance in a formal address 
in which tho purposes of tho Industrial 
legion were Bet forth in detail. To-morrow 
the organizations for tho various states will 
bo announced, and a plan of organization 
adopted. As a result of the changes made 
in the constitution, the Industrial legion 
becomes a political instead of a semi-politi- 
cal organization, the object of it being to 
have charge of the political interests of the 
fanners' alliance and industrial union.

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CABLE CORRESPONDENCE. 



The Physical Force Faction Plained 
for ths Recent Explosion and 
Being Investigated. 

Supposed Murders to Hush the Pana- 
ma Scandal — An Overdue 
Cuuard Steamer. 



London, Dec. 27.— Tlio British Govern- 
ment is apparently noting upon tlio theory 
that the recent explosion was the result of 
a conspiracy, and tho polico aro making ac- 
tive inquiries as to the recent course of the 
physical force faction, to whoso operations 
hut little attention has latterly heen paid. 
The anti-Parnellites are throwing suspicion 
on tho Paruellites, and the latter assort 
that no more reason exists for suspecting 
them than for throwing tho crime on their 
antagonists. A man named Kevans has 
heen arrested on a charge of being conneot- 
ed with tho Dublin explosion. Kevans ia a 
stranger and unable to givo a satisfactory 
account of his recent movements. 

Four mora cases of cholera and two moro 
deaths were reported to the Hamburg health 
authorities to-day. Besides these seven 
persons suspected of having tho disease 
were sent to detention hospitals. Tlio 
mail steamer Hungaria, from the Black sea, 
is detained at Cuxhaven on account of the 
existence of suspicious illness among the 
crew. There are three cases of Asiatic 
cholera at Dunkirk. 

Numerous arrests continue to bo made at 
Kieff, Russia, of persons suspected of 
Nihilism. Nine moro officers aro among 
the imprisoned, either under suspicion or 
direct charges of connection with a con- 
spiracy against the Czar. The Russian 
authorities believe that they have unearthed 
a widespread plot in which a number of 
officials of high rank aro involved, and 
E6V6raI officers having positions of trust and 
confidence near the person of the Czar have 
been put under surveillance. Tho extent of 
tho plot is npt known. There seems no 
doubt this timo of its genuine character. 
There is much discontent in tho army with 
the prolonged period of peace, and many 
officers think that the Czir is too pacific in 
disposition. Tho murmuring among army 
officers ambitious for glory and disap- 
pointed in their hopes of promotion is cor- 
respondingly great. For these and oth< r 
reasons the authorities are greatly appre- 
hensive as to the extent of the conspiracy, 
and much excitement prevails both in 
official circles and among the public. The 
persecution of the Jews by Grand Duke 
Sergius, brother of the C/.ir, s'ill continues. 
The Jewish population of Moscow, where 
Sergiirs i3 governor, has been reduced from 

80,000 to :so,ooo. 

Lo Figaro, of Paris, professes to have in- 
formation to the effect thut Dr. Brouradel, 
who had charge of the post mortem examin- 
ation of the body of Baron Reinoch, has 
reported to the government that Reinach 
died of poison taken eight hours before 
death, and that tho Reinach family have 
demanded a judicial inquiry to establish 
tho fact that he did not commit suicide. 
The belief that ho was murdered ia based on 
tho known fact that within the time be- 
tween the taking of the poison into his 
stomach and death ho made strenuous efforts 
to stop the attacks of the press, and seemed 
much cast down when ho found it impossible 
to do so. It argues that ho would not have 
cared a particle about tho attacks had ho 
been conscious of tho fact that he would be 
a corpse within a few hours. Tho fact is 
also called to mind that two others who 
possessed damaging knowledge have disap- 
peared mysteriously and suddenly, and it 
is well known that these deaths have been 
a great relief to certain persouB. 

Anxiety is felt over the non-arrival at 
New York uf the Cunarder [Jmbria, which 
sailed from Liverpool December 17th. 
Allowing for stormy weather, she should 
hive reached port at least two days ago. 
Apprehension it so serious that reinsurance 
lias begun. 

London is buried under a dense fog, ami 
it is difficult to see anything one foot away. 
Many accidents have occurred in Glasgow, 
Manchester and Newcastle, owiug to frozen 
boilers bursting.

New York, Dec. 27.— Jack MoAulifle, 
the champion lightweight pugilist, was on 
the rampage, last night. lie arrived at the 
feturdevant house about fflldsig- ' e '"'"J 
been drinking wine during thee Veiling »u«. 
was decidedly pugnacious, He asked the 
clerk to let him see D. H. Benton, a Boston 
newspaper man, who is here to represent 
Dick Burge; the English lightweight, in tho 
negotiations for tho proposed $4p,000 battle 
at Coney Island. Benton, who is a cripple, 
had retired for the night, bat thinking 
that McAuliffe had come to pay a friend- 
ly call- send down word to tlio 
pugilist to "come right up." McAuliffe, 
who was accompanied by his secretary, Ed, 
Stoddard, had no sooner entered the room 
than he made a rush for Benton and 
punched him viciously in the face, cutting 
a gash over his eye and making his node 
bleed copiously. Ho then hammered Ben- 
ton over the head with a cane while the 
latter was sitting on tho side of the bed 
Jack Haggorty, a sporting man, and one ot 
tho hotel porters were present when the 
assault was committed, and after a great 
deal of trouble succeeded in hustling Mc- 
Auliflc out of the hotel to Broadway, where 
he yelled himself hoarse. The hotel people 
said McAuliffe was drunk and should have 
been arrested. It will take several days for 
Benton's bruises to heal.

A HUMAN BALLOON. 

Sonic Day He May Explode, Unless His Much 
Tapped Heart Gives Out. 

Bai.timoke, Dec. 2S.— Tho doctors at tho 
city hospital have under their care a human 
balloon, who is, with every breath, pump- 
ing an additional amount of air into his 
body for which there ia no escape. His col- 
lapse is bound to occur very shortly unless 
ho dies from heart failure. The patient is 
Frederick Otte, and tho doctors call his 
troublo emphysoma, or sir swelling. While 
working at the stables of the Adams Ex- 
press company he was caught between a. 
moving car and the wall of tho building. 
The car dragged the unfortunate driver ten 
feet before it was stopped, rolling and 
crushing him as it moved. After breaking 
his ribs it drove tho Bharp ends of tho bones 
into his lungs, permitting the air that he 
breathed to escape and settle in the tissues 
between the skin and tho flesh, so that the 
air he has breathed since has been thus 
pumped under his skin, which is frightfully 
discolored and tightly distended over the 
air cushion, Tapping gives him partial 
ease, but ho is perfectly helpless, though 
conscious. His features are distorted out 
of all human shape, and his appearance is 
frightful. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



A Italsin Ring. 

San Francisco, Dec. 27. — The Examiner 
states that the raisin-growers of this state 
aro forming a trust, to be known as the 
California Stato Raisin Growers' Associa- 
tion, and that final arrangements were made 
at a meeting of producers at Fresno' Wed- 
nesday. Il is said that packers and brokers 
are to be admitted to the organization, but 
will have to pay a higher entrance fee than 
growers, and that in the executive com- 
mittee of GO which is to be Bolected, 40 will 
be growers. According to the plan of the 
trust, as it is understood, packers and 
growers must give bonds to maintain prices. 
Raisins shall be consigned only to packers 
and brokers who have given §10,000 and 
$20,000 bonds, respectively, not, to sell at a 
tiijure under set prices. 

Rockefeller's Latest. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 27. — John 1). Rockefeller 
has made another big donation to the Uni- 
vorsity of Chicago. The sum is understood 
to be over §100,000. Tho exact figures are 
not given out. 

A Continental Zollvercln. 

Washinoton City, Dec 27. — "I predict 
that within 50 years and perhaps 2.3 years, 
fo;- you can't tell how quickly such move- 
ments grow, tho tendency will bo to- 
wards a commercial union of the whole 
American hemisphere," said Representative 
Holman to-day. Mr. Holman added that 
ho did not mean a political union, though 
of course a commercial union would have its 
political effect, but that ho looked to see 
one tariff in effect from Alaska to Capo 
Horn. "There is no reason," said Mr. Hol- 
man, "why Canada should not now have a 
commercial union with us that would be 
mutually satisfactory, and Mexico also 
should have such an arrangement." 

Will Alil the Nicaragua Project. 

New York, Dec. 27. — Vice-President 
Houston of the Pacific Mail says tho fight 
of the Panama railroad with the Pacific 
Mail will, as much as anything else, be the 
means of building tho Nicaragua canal. 
Ho says he is now in full sympathy witli 
the work of building that canal. It is 
announced officially that the president of 
the Nicaragua Canal Construction company 
is carrying on negotiations with a syndicate 
of bankers looking to placing a huge amount 
of the bonds of the company. 

A Distlneulftlieil Scholar. 

New Vinn;, Dec. 27— Gen. Joseph Karge, 
a professor of continental languages in 
Princeton university, died suddenly to day 
of heart disease! in thU city. Gen. Karge 
was a distinguished scholar and a brave sol- 
di -r. He was born in the grand duchy of 
Posen on July 3rd, 1829. Being an enthusi-

THE PANAMA CANAL. 
► — - 

U. S. Senator Fryo's Prophecy as to Startling 
Developments Which Must 
Bo Made, 

Washington - City, Deo. 27.— Two yeais 
ago Senator Fryo prophesied that time 
would show that tho Panama canal scheme 
was corrupt, and that within a year or two 
light would be thrown upon it, and thut tho 
faith of the republic would tremble under 
the shock. That condition exists to-day. 
There has been some talk to tho effect 
that tho Panama and Nicaragua canal 
schemes aro parallel, and that the disaster 
that has overtaken the French people will 
cause public men in this country to hesitate 
in giving their votes to sanction tho guar- 
antee of the Nicaragua bonds, fearing that 
scandal might result.

INDICATIONS OF A CHANGE. 

There are many who think that the reac- 
tion in Great Britain in matters of trade is 
coutiued to the farmers. This is a mistake. 
The number of manufacturers and artisans 
in England who believe that England should 
not continue to pursue a one-sided trade 
policy is quite considerable. They find that 
England in dealing with protectionist coun- 
tries is at a great disadvantage. Herportsand 
her markets arc open to those countries, no 
matter what policy they pursue. They 
liny, and often do, return her liberality 
with narrowness, cxeluaiveness and short- 
sighted selfishness. She is powerless to re- 
sent such ill-usage. She has nothing to give, 
because she bus given everything she has in 
the way of trade advantages and facilities 
already, and iL is against her policy and her 
principles to withhold commercial advan- 
tages, even from her most unfriendly and 
most exclusive neighbor.

Should not Great Britain retain some power 
in her own hands V Should she not bo able 
to pay back illiberal nations in their own 
c »in? The only effect that her freedom and 
liberality lua on them is to impel them 
greedily to take advantage of the trade 
f tcilitias she offers them. It has not had 
the effeet of inducing any of them to fol- 
low her example or to treat her us she 
treats them. 

Seeing that this is the case, a party io 
growing up in England which has for its 
fundamental principle "fair trade." The 
members of this party believe that G reat Bri- 
tain should be more chary of her trade favors 
t'tau she has been hitherto. They believe 
that she should favor those who favor her, 
aud that those who raise trade humors 
ugainst her should not be allowed free 
entrance into her markets. If she pursued 
SU.'h a policy as this, Protectionist countries 
>vould find it to their interest to treat her 
well. She Would then, when negotiating 
with them, have something to givo and 
something to withhold. The Protectionist 
countries would not have her perpetually at 
u. disadvantage. She would be able to give 
benefit for benefit and to return blow for 
blow. 

When the Fair Traders first gave pub- 
licity to their views they were laughed at 
and chaffed by high and low. But they 
kept on, and people began to listen to them 
seriously, and even Free Traders began to 
think aud to say there was something in 
Fair Trade worthy of the attention of 
thoughtful men. When tiie MoKinley 
tariff was put in force many converts were 
made to the Fair Trade policy. They saw 
then that England had to put up witli the 
injuries she was receiving from a nation 
which, more tliuu any other, was indebted 
to her for trade advantages, without being 
able to show by any sign that alio felt 
aggrieved at the ungenerous return made to 
her by the United States. Although many 
of the products of her industry were, to all 
appearance, wantonly excluded from the 
United Statos market her market continued 
open and free to almost every tiling made 
aud grown in the United States. The 
McKinley tariff has made many converts to 
Fait Trade ill Great Britain, and has caused 
that policy to be advocated from many 
British platforms. Among others, Mr. 
Lowles, u member of the London City Coun- 
cil, and who lias been selected us the Union- 
ist candidate for Shorediteh, which is cer- 
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tainly not uu agricultural constituency, 
advocated Fair Trade at a meeting wdiich 
he hold in the division a few weeks ago. 
At the risk of being "called a heretic by 
some of bis Radical friends," he criticised 
adversely the Bystem of one-sided trado 
that prevails in Great Britain, and ho was 
enthusiastically cheered as ho attacked the 
existing trade policy of the nation. Ho 
dwelt upon the niggardly return which the 
United States made to tho open-handed 
liberality oi Great! Britain, and regretted 
that hor policy prevented her treating tho 
Uuited States as the United States treated 
her. Among other things he said : 

He believed that the greatest blessing 
that could happen to this country would 
ho to have a statesman who, first taking care 
that tho food supply was secure, amply 
secured as it can be from within the con- 
lines of the Empire itself, should boldly say 
to these Protectionist countries, Deal fairly 
with us and wo will deal fairly with you, 
treat us unfairly and wo will take care of 
ourselves. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Lowles is not a farmer ; neither 
were the men who cheered him so lustily 
devoted to the interests of agriculture. 

The following is tho resolution unani- 
mously carried at the Agricultural Coufer- 
uico held at the beginning of the present 
month. As the reader will see it does not 
relate to agricultural matters solely, but is 
evidently intended to have an influence on 
,ho manufacturers and artisans : 

That the unfair competition of untaxed 
foreign imports with homo produce and 
manufactures, which are subject to heavy 
internal taxation, is an injustice which, by 
causing a diminution of the demand for 
home labor and a contraction of the pur- 
chasing power of the community, adversely 
affects every trade and industry in the 
country ; and this conference is further of 
opinion i hat all competing imports should 
pay a duty not less than tho rates and taxes 
levied on home production. 

A few years ago it would have been im- 
possible to prevail upon any largo assem- 
blage of Englishmen, of any class or occu- 
pation, to vote for such a resolution us this. 
Hut it was only the other day carried with 
enthusiasm at a large and very respectable 
conference, many of whose members might 
be taken for the typical and traditional 
John Bull himself. 



OA NA DA 'S UNIi ES T. 

The people who piofcsa to bo disturbed 
and alarmed at the "unrest" which they 
see in this Dominion are not very deep- 
thinking or far-seeing. There is such a 
thing as ignoble content and there is ulao 
the rjuiet of apathy and of laziness, A 
little discontent is very far indeed from 
being a bad thing. It stirs men up and 
stimulates them to better their condition. 
As for unrest, that wo should say is the 
normal condition of men everywhere who 
are good for anything and who aspire to be 
better and greater than they are. The un- 
rest that is in Canada at the present 
moment is a healthy unrest, the unrest of 
enterprise and lawful ambition, and Cana- 
dians would not be worth much if they did 
not feel it and were not impelled by it to 
improve themselves and their country. The 
Hamilton Spectator, in its lively way, 
speaks of Canada's unrest and of those who 
regard it as hurtful. It says : 

It is sometimes amusing to watch the 
progress of a phrase. At present Mr. 
(Viman bus told his journeymen in Canada 
that a condition of " unrest " exists in the 
Dominion, and the journeymen put on their 
wise philosophic look of a jackass contem- 
plating a now thistle, and sagely decide that 
a condition of unrest is a very bad thing to 
have in a country. From their point of 
view they arc right. They mo sorry for 
that activity wdiich is making of Canada a 
great country and its people a great nation, 
and they denounce it accordingly; If the 
calm repose of Spitsbergen — the undisturbed 
rest of Sahara — were found in Canada, they 
would bo happy. But it does not exist. 
There is activity here. There is restless, 
resistless energy, wdiich sadly disturbs the 
asinine reveries of the philosophers who 
eeek rest and find none. They perceive 
that within a few years Canada baa made 
greater industrial and commercial progress 
than any other country in the world. 

No one wants to see the quietude and rest 
in this country which the Spectator ridi- 
cules bo mercilessly. It is far better to have 
movement and stir of some kind, even if a 
few of its manifestations are disagreeable to 
the fossils aud tho lotos eaters. 



AN UNEXPECTED RESULT. 

When the Republican parly in the United 
States placed heavy duties on the agricul- 
tural products of Canada, they believed 
they were earning the everlasting gratitude, 
and securing for ever the votes, of the 
farmers of tho states aud counties near the 
national boundary line. But the returns of 
the late election show that either these 
farmers have not been benelited by the 
McKinley tarill", or that they are the most 
ungrateful mortals that were evor born. 
In the border counties of New York State 
there was a very considerable falling off of 
the Republican vote, and in the lake coun- 
ties of Ohio the Republicans did not hold 
their own. In one county of New York 
State, Erie, thore was a Hliglit increase of 
728 votes, but in fourteen others tho do- 
crease amounted to 9,326. If the MoKin- 
ley tariff helped the farmers of these 
counticB, thoy did not know it. They were 
so thick-headed as not to seo tho protection 
that was oxtencled to their horses, their 
barley, their eggs, their hay, and all the 
other products of their farms, did not do

them tho slightest good. If the falling off 
of tho Republican vote is to be taken as an 
indication of their cstimato of tho effect of 
the McKinley tariff, we should say they 
considered that it did them more hurm 
than good. 

This result shows that politicians aro 
sometimes not half so clover as they think 
thoy aro. Tho framers of the McKinley 
tariff fully expected that thoir work would 
have tho effect of binding tho border farmers 
to them by hooks of steel, aud would also 
reduce the Canadian farmers to bo pitiable 
a condition that they would hasten to beg 
tho Americans, on their bended knees, to 
tuko them into tho Union. Neither of thoso 
results has, wo find, been effected. The 
votes of the American border farmers have 
not been Becured, and the Canadians have 
not been intimidated or coerced worth a 
cent. This is how 

" The best laid schemes of mice and men 
gang aft agley." 

IMPORTANT. 

Tho Toronto Empire of the 20th inst. con- 
tains the following cablegram. The news it 
contains is most likely accurate, us the Em- 
pire's sources of information are reliable : 

It is understood that a decision has been 
arrived at respecting tho claims of tho Cana- 
dian sealers upon tho British Government 
arising out of the modus vivendi with the 
United States, for the temporary suspension 
of sealing in the Behring sea in 1S91 92. 
Over forty claims havo been received alto- 
gether, but three were practically with- 
drawn, owing to very valid objections against 
them. In fifteen or sixteen other cases no 
loss could bo proved, the receipts for tho 
voyage having been found e([ual to the out- 
lay. In these no allowances will therefore 
be made, except perhaps a small amount to- 
wards covering the cost of pushing forward 
the claims, tho grounds of rejection being 
somewhat technical. Iu the remaining cases 
the accounts have been [Squired into and 
various amounts allowed, and it is estimated 
that a voteof about £20,01)0 will be required 
to settle the claims upon wdiich an agree- 
ment has been arrived at. The arrangement 
is subject to the approval of Parliament, but 
having regard to the spirit in wdiich the act 
empowering the modus vid< ndi was discussed 
in both Homes, this is not likely to be with- 
held.

Two Clever Women. 

The Morning Post,, London's fashionable 
daily, publishes the following item, which, 
though brief, tells clearly the onward march 
woman ia making in the front ranks of 
scientific research : 

"The British Institute of Public Health, 
King's college, have for the first time 
elected u woman into their body, Miss 
Charlotte Smith, who was the principal 
lady speaker at tho present congress of the 
Sanitary Institute." 

Miss Smith's paper, read before the latter 
body, dealt with the effect of exercise on 
body, mind and morals ; diseases and altera- 
tion of the brain celh favored by deficiency ; 
nutrition and functional vitality of the tis- 
sues dependent on the supply of oxygen of 
fresh air; non-development of body and 
mind with reference to criminals and idiots ; 
views of European nations and various 
specialists ; hygiene in girls' schools, and 
modes of exercise, with bodily and mental 
effects ; Grecian views on the subject of de- 
velopment ; and, finally, simple rules for 
adult exercise. 

The paper has been largely and favorably 
commented on by the newspapers of Great 
Britain, in several of which tho talented 
lady's likeness is given. Miss Smith is 25 
yenrs of oge, and was educated at the 
universities of Edinburgh and London, 
graduating with honors in physiology from 
the former. Miss Smith's sister, Miss 
imy Cecil Smith, a few years ago gained, 
in open competition, tho gold medal of the 
National Academy of Music, and in conse- 
quence holds the honor of membership in 
that distinguished musical organization. 
Both ladies are the daughters of a late well- 
known Scottish clergyman, and aro the 
sisters of Mr. H. li. Smith, C.E., of this 
city.

Some of the Final Acts of the City 
Fathers at Last Night's 
Meeting - . 

Important Matters Deferred for the 
Incoming City Council to 
Dispose of. 



Tho weekly meeting of the City Council 
was held last evening in their new position 
in the Council chamber. Tho mayor's desk, 
which used to bo at tho head of tho room, 
with tho aldermen's desks forming a semi- 
circle, is now behind tho door at tho side 
entrance, and tho city's representatives are 
t apart some four feet from one another, like 
so many competitors at a written examina- 
tion. The new arrangement gives tho audience 
a sido view of the City Fathers while these 
worthies aro dealing with tho mighty affairs 
of ollice. His Worship, tho Mayor, was in 
his place last night, as were ulso tho fol- 
iug: Aldermen Lovcll, Bragg, Hunter, 
Hall, Styles, McKillioan, Huiuber, Munu 
id Baker. 

Tho Finance committee, as usual, re- 
ported the expenditure of several thousand 
lollurs (in all §13,211) in detail, varying 
in amount from u 75 cent mouse trap to 
000, teachers' salaries, all of which were 
duly certified by "J. I!. Lovcll, chairman, 
and J. L. Raymur, auditor." The reading 
ot the reports occupied nearly an hour. 
There were also a series of " requisitions" 
from same committee, totulliug §1,378.83. 

Tho report of the committee was received 
and adopted, and the actions of its members 
confirmed. 

A letter was read from tho president of 
the Victoria & Sidney Railway Co., an- 
nouncing that the line would run through 
Lake district, and asking the Council 
to deed 100 feet in width of same to tho 
company, on the ground that the road would 
enhance the value of city property. 

A J.D. HALT, moved that the request be 
complied With. The fact of a railroad run- 
ning through t he property would enhance 
its value and the city would he the gainer 
by the transaction. Private property hold- 
ers hud conceded tracts of their land, and 
surely the corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria should not refuse. 

Al.D. BAKER seconded the motion, adduc- 
ing like arguments. 

Al.D. STYLES asked if the corporation had 
the right to make such u concession without 
first obtaining the sanction of tho people; 
also whether the fact of the railway running 
over these grounds would interfere with the 
water way rights of the city. 

The Ma you quoted sub-section 2 of the 
Municipal Act, which necessitated the sub- 
mitting of a by-law for tho purpone. 

Ald. Hunter thought tho application 
should he more definite, and moved that the 
company he called upon for proper plans 
and descriptions of the land required. If 
the right of way desired did r.ot interfere 
with the interests of the city, no doubt the 
request would be complied with. 

Al.D. Hale consented to such a course, 
He did not like to throw any obstacles in 
the way of the line, but thought it would 
perhaps be more desirable that fuller in- 
formation should he had. 

Al.D. Love.ee agreed with Aid. Hunter 
and hoped his suggestion would be adopted, 

ALD. McKieeican explained that the 
lands now asked for were acquired by the 
city with the view of improving the water 
supply. 

Ald. Hunter's suggestion took the form 
of an amendment, in favor of which Aid 
Hill withdrew his resolution. The amend 
ment passed. 

The Sanitary officer reported having in 
spectcd an alleged nuisance complained of 
on Lansdowuo road, and found it not 
serious as reported. During the month 330 
cases of nuisance had been complained of, 
and all but 3:i had been abated, and tl 
would he dealt with before tho end of the 
month. There had been three convictions 
for overcrowding in Chinatown. The sani 
tary condition of the city was good. 

Al.D. BrAOO complimented the Medical 
Health officer and tho Sanitary ofbeer on 
their successful efforts. In Chinatown, 
especially, iheir work was productive of 
the heat results. 

The report was adopted. 

I> W. Sexsmith wrote complaining of in 
juries sustained by reason of a tram car run 
ning over him near the power house, which 
accident ho attributed to a defective street 
crossing. On the occasion he broke his leg, 
which laid him up for ono month. He 
claimed 875 compensation, and added that 
unless this were paid within two weeks he 
Would take action against tiio city. 

Ald. STYLES said that the accident oc- 
curred several months ago, but it was a 
question whether the oity or tho Tramway 
Co. was to blame in the matter. 

The communication was referred to the 
Street committee and City Engineer for re- 
port. 

J. M. Muir wrote claiming SI, 000 dam 
ages for tho blasting of rock ami injuries to 
bin property on Victoria Crescent by reason 
of the grading of the thoroughfare. 

Tin: Mayor— How much will we charg 
him for blasting the rock V The arbitrator 
say that the property has been benefited to 
the extent of $;),()00. 

Ald. McKieeican suggested that in 
future, when any grading was to be done, 
the property holders should he called upon 
to Bigu a document exonerating the city 
from all blame. 

ALD. STYLES said that tho property cf 
the gentleman writing was that most bene 
tiled by flic grading. 

Ald, LoviLL denounced the woik as un 
necessary. 

At. li. BRAOa defended the action of the 
Street committee in tho matter. To keep 
the streets in repair it was necessary to get 
rock, and this rock was got in this district. 

Tho communication was received ami 
filed. 

Architect John Teague wrote on behalf of 
Mr. Hedon, asking that that gentleman be 
refunded tho cost of the sidewalk laid down 
at tho Driard Hotel. 

Al.D. Stvi.es moved that tho request be 
granted, pointing out that not alone did 
Mr. Hedon lay a permanent sidewalk, but 
he was obliged to maintain it »t his own 
cost. 

Al.D. HALL seconded the motion, which 
carried. 

A communication from Mr. W. II. Mason, 
agent for tho Trustoes of tho Reformed 
Episcopal Church, intimating that the right 
ot way for the sewer through the properly 
had been perfected, and asking that the 
same ho dealt with. 

Referred to the Finance committee. 

Tho adjourned debute on Aid. Bragg's 
motion to dispense with tho services of tho 
Sanitary Engineer was next taken up, the 
alderman arguing that the services of Mr. 
Mohun were no longer necessary. He 
thought it tho duty of the Sewerage com- 
mittee to show that the services of Mr. 
Mohun ought to bo continued. 

Al.D. HALL undertook the explanation. 
He said that tho Sanitary Kngincer was at 
present engaged in preparing a most com- 



plete map of tho sowerago system of the 
ity nnd in perfecting the scheme. 

Aed. Lovell— But tho funds for tho pay- 
ing of his salary have been exhausted. Are 
we justified in burdening tho incoming 
Council with the Biliary ? I think those 
plans should have been prepared long ago. 

Aed. MONN thought that the incoming 
Council should bo left the duty of dealing 
with such an important matter. 

Aed. BRAaa persisted in bis motion. He 
had beard very many ratepayers object to 
the retention cf tho services of the Sanitary 
Engineer. 

Aed. Hunter— Either Mr. Mohun is 
earning his money or not. If be is not, I 
bolieve ho Bhould be discharged, but I am 
credibly informed that ho is doing good 
work. I don't think that wo should take 
action ut. the eleventh hour. 

Ald. Baker favored the dismissal of the 
Sanitary Engineer. 

Aed. Munn moved that, in view of neces- 
sity of having a vigorous prosecution of 
work on tho sewers, the question of the 
retention of the Sanitary Engineer's ser- 
vices be referred to the incoming Council, 
who will bo the best judges of what assist- 
ance they require. 

The amendment was seconded by Aid. 
McKillicau and adopted, being supported 
by the mover and seconder, Aid. Dumber, 
Hall and Hunter. The other four members 
voted contra. 

Tho by-law to widen View street was laid 
over. 

The Firo Wardens submitted a new code 
of rules for the guidance of the department, 
which were considered at length and ap- 
proved of. 

Tho City Kngincer submitted a form of 
pooilieation under By law ISO, regarding 
household collections with tho public sew- 
erage system. Tho document was consid- 
ered at great length, and the Board failing 
to agree an to some of its provisions, the 
debate was adjourned, und tho Council 
separated at 1 1 p. m.

window in the new cathedral about to be 
erected. I venture, however, to suggest to 
the committee entrusted with this matter 
that the most appropriate and effective 
means of bunding down to subsequent gen- 
erations a memorial worthy alike of the 
good Bishop and his work, would be a por- 
trait of His Lordship in oils, to be painted 
by one of our best English artists, and to 
be hung in the library which is destined to 
receive the valuable gift of books the Bishop 
has so generously donated to tho Diocese. 
This, as a more personal memorial, could 
bo in addition to tho stained glass window, 
anil the subscriptions need not exceed a 
dollar. .Seeing, however, that the diocese 
originally included the whole area 
of British Columbia, over which 
His Lordship had Episcopal rule for 21 
yeurp, it seems to me that subscriptions 
could fairly be solicited from the two other 
IXoc sea, and probably c'uirchmen there 
would feel Blighted if they were not askeil 
to participate in showing honor and respect 
to one whose memory they will always hold 
dear. As one who was ordained by His 
Lordship, and labored in his diocese for 
five y ears as Incumbent of Saanich, I shall 
have much pleasure in doing my part in 
carrying out the above proposal.

THE FISCAL POLICY OF CHEAT 
BRITAIN. 

To the EDITOR! — In a recent leading 
article you convey to your readers tho im- 
pression that the people of England are 
turning from their adhesion to the principle 
of Free Trade, and are looking to see if 
they cannot in some way better themselves 
by Protection or Reciprocity. This is not 
the case as far as general public opinion is 
concerned, though it is true that one par- 
ticular class, tho farmers', is seeking a 
way out of its difficulties by doing so. Nor 
does tho farmers' class in this case mean the 
agricultural class. The. agricultural laborer 
bus not yet joined in the cry, nor will ho do 
so if he is wise. Rapid and cheap com- 
munication between distant parts of tha 
World and the English markets has brought 
the farmer of the Old Country into direct 
competition with his fellow-producer in dis- 
tant countries where land is cheap, methods 
of agriculture simple, mid soil fertile, with 



the natural result that the British yeoman, 
hampered with high rents, many restrictive 
clauses in his lease, and accustomed to 
somewhat antiquated and cumbrous meth- 
ods, finds that ho cannot compete with his 
colonial and foreign rivals. Wheat, oats 
and barley are poured into tho market from 
Russia, Denmark, Australia, Egypt, Amer- 
ica, Canada and India; hay comes from 
many places, even from tho Argen- 
tine Republic; meat from America, 
North and South, and from Aus- 
tralasia, and smaller produce, such as 
poultry, eggs, butter and cheese, from the 
nearer European countries and from Amer- 
ica and Australia. At the recent Agricul- 
tural Congress, long pent up feelings found 
a vent in the cry for Protection. But this 
cry camo from tho farmers themselves who 
were present, and they were warned by 
many speakers at the Congress, members 
of both Bidos of tho Houso of Commons, 
headed by Mr. Chaplin, Minister of Agri- 
culture in tho Into Cabinet, that they would 
not get Protection. The only result, of put- 
ting a duty on the import of foreign pro- 
duce, the very result they want, would be 
to raise tho price to the consumer, that is, 
to every other class, rich and poor, in tho 
United Kingdom. Could the folly of Pro- 
tection be more plainly exemplified ! With 
artisans' and laborers' wages low, work 
scarce and strikes raging and imminent all 
over tho country, would it bo fair to tax 
theso poor people, who outnumbor tho 
farmers by a hundred or more to one, to 
benefit the less numerous class ? 

In dealing with this question at present, 
wo must remember that the Liberals lui'e 
just now a very equivocal victory, and aro 
at their wits' end to know how to keep their 
stand on the very slippery foothold that 
they have gained, and it would bo a great 
point in their favor if they could persuade 
tho public that Conservatism means Pro- 
tection, and stand forward themselves ns 
the champions of Free Trade.

There wero two or three of the pontoons 
injured, but bo far as the wreck itself is 
concerned, the force of the wind and waves 
does not scoin to have done very much 
damage.

W. S. Simpson, manager ot the new 
Puget Sound and Hawaiian steamship line, 
lias returned to Tacoma from Honolulu, 
where he was successful in securing a subsi- 
dy of §500 per trip from ihe Government.

How Uic Toothsome Dellcnclcs Are Cup. 
tureil and Fropnrocl tor Ship, 
mont to Foreign 
Countries. 

In a paper upon Finistore, road by F. 
.S. Dellenbauffb. before tho American 
Geographical society, ho describes the 
sardine industry as it is practiced off 
Pontaven, on the coast of Brittany. At 
times, lie says, there are as many as 
twelve hundred Ssliing boats collected 
at this point, where the sardine, while 
on its northward journey, attains its 
''most desirable size for talcing 1 and pack- 
ing. The boats are about thirty feet 
long, entirely open, except for a short 
deck at the stern, and carrying two 
masts that can readily be taken down. 
The net, about twenty feet long and six 
or eight feet broad, is weighted on one 
long edge and buoyed with cork Qoats 
on the other, so that when it is in the 
■water behind the boat it assumes an up- 
right position like a wall, and in this 
position is towed through the water by 
one end ns the boat moves slowly along. 
The captain mounts the little deck at 
the stern with a bucket of bait called 
rong, the eggs of codfish, under one 
arm and his practiced eye ranges the 
water. When he discovers the proximity 
of the Qsh he scatters a little id thr 
rong on one side of the net and they 
rise in a school to take it. This is the 
critical moment, lie throws a quantity 
on the opposite side, and the fish, mak- 
ing a dart for it, are entangled in the 
meshes. When the sardines are numer- 
ous the boat does not halt to take the 
net on board; by means of a certain 
pull the meshes are tightened and, 
with a buoy to mark it, it is cast oil' 
and left till a full catch is made. 
Another net is put out and the opera- 
tion is repeated till all the nets arc used. 

.Then conies the picking up and ex- 
traction of the fish, the latter work 
being performed with great care, be- 
cause handling the fish injures them. 
The net is caught up at the ends and 
seesawed till all the fish drop into the 
bottom of the boat, where they remain 
until the arrival in port. There the fish 
are counted by the two hundreds into 
coarse baskets and dipped in the water 
beside the boat to free them from loose 
scales and other matter. Thence they 
are carried to the factories and thrown 
upon long low tables, on each side of 
which is a row of women and girls, 
who, with a short knife, prepare them 
for the salt vats, where they remain for 
two hours. After that they are placed 
in coarse baskets and given a bath of 
sea water under a pump. Then they 
are put to dry in the open air on wire 
racks. When the lish begin to shrivel 
the racks are taken to the oilroom, 
where four or five tanks of olive oil are 
constantly boiling. Each rack is 
plunged for a moment or two into the 
hot oil and then set aside to drip, after 
which the fish are selected and care- 
fully laid in tin boxes c f various sizes. 

When the box is full it is passed along 
to the oil tap. where the space remain- 
ing is filled with oil. The box is now 
ready for sealing, and passes along to 
the solderer. After the soldering a hole 
is punched in the cover to let out the 
imprisoned air .and immediately closed 
with solder. Next the cans are placed 
in a huge iron crate and lowered into 
tanks of boiling water. If there is stiil 
air in tin' can it will explode or bulge 
out, and the trouble can be corrected 
before the final packing in wooden 
boxes for export to all parts of the 
world. 



FIRST BEAUS ARE BASHFUL,

erally the Brother of a Chum. 

The first beau appears along about 
when we are fourteen or fifteen. There 
have been, of course, many little boy 
admirers, but a writer in the Philadel- 
phia Times says the genuine gallant 
does not materialize until we put on 
long dresses and commence making 
ourselves up for young ladies, a com- 
prehensive phrase that all girl-, will 
understand. He is usually the brother 
of some especial chum of ours, and in 
this way we are enabled to see him 
more often than if we had no reason for 
goingtohishon.se. lie is exceedingly 
bashful before people, but can talk- a 
blue streak when we are alone. He 
squanders his allowance on ice cream, 
soda and caramels, and on rare occa- 
sions invites us to a church sociable or 
concert. He is always one of the group 
of youths who wait outside the church 
or Sunday-school door, and he is the 
one always to escort us to our home on 
such occasions. \Yc are teased unmerci- 
fully about him, and really enjoy it. 
though pretending to he fearfully in- 
dignant and provoked about it. This 
sort of thing goes on until something 
happens, as some things have a way of 
doing, and cither he goes away to col- 
lege or we leave for boarding school, or 
perhaps a quarrel or a change of resi- 
dence occurs: at any rate, years perhaps 
Will roll away before: we see a bearded 
man who bears not the slightest resem- 
blance to the blushing, rosy-cheeked 
boy we called our first beau. 



Once n Tou^h Texas Town, 
dust outside of the town of Tascosa, 
in the panhandle of Texas, is a bare 
and desolate mound known as "Hoot 
Hill." A correspondent of the New 
Orleans Picayune, who had visited the 
spot, writes" that ••there are twenty- 
three nameless graves in tJie clay and 
gravel of 'Hoot Hill,' where lie tho re- 
mains of twenty-three men who died 
with their boots on." To have died in 
this manner was'considcred in Tascosa 
in its palmy days the most glorious end 
of human existence possible, and as 
giving one, in the language of the cow- 
boys, a "dead cinoh" on immortality. 
Tascosa is Spanish and moans low, 
boggy, sandy, and the town was rightly 
named. Once it boasted of a permanent 
population of three hundred souls, but 
the Fort "Worth & Denver railroad ran 
through it and Tascosa is now as dead 
as the twenty-three heroes wdio sleep 
beneath the sand and cacti of "Hoot 
Hill." 



THE WALLED LAKE OF IOWA. 

Nearly Three Thousand Acres of Water 
Inclosed by a Natural Boundary. 
The vast region that lies to the west 
of the Mississippi river is well provided 
with wonders in the shape of natural 
and artificial curiosities. Devil's tower, 
Spirit lake, Christ's table, the Red Snow 
mountain, the geysers of the Yellow- 
stone park, besides many minor oddi- 
ties, are among the number, but none 
has a more widespread fame than the 
wonderful "walled lake" in Wright coun- 
ty, Iowa. The lake occupies a ground sur- 
face of two thousand eight hundred 
acres, and its entire surface is from four 
to ten feet higher than any point of land 
in the immediate vicinity, the water 
being kept in bounds by an immense 
natural or artificial stone wall com- 
posed of bowlders estimated to weigh 
from one hundred pounds up to three 
tons each. In some places, where two 
or three of the larger stones lie close 
together, the interstices are chinked 
with smaller bowlders so evenly and in 
such workmanlike manner as to pre- 
clude all idea of its being the work of 
other than intelligent beings. Origin- 
ally the wall was from ten to fifteen 
feet in height, very broad at the bot- 
tom and tapering up to an average of 
four feet at the top. Some scientists 
argue that the wall is the result of con- 
secutive freezing of the waters ol the 
lake — that the action of the ice on the 
sides of the embankment forced the 
stones into their present position. The 
Philadelphia Press says that those who 
take this view of the matter have failed 
to notice that although there is plenty 
of stone in Wright county there is ab- 
solutely none within a radius of ten 
miles of the lake. Those who believe 
the work to have been done by prehis- 
toric man claim that at one time the 
vicinity of the lake was strewn with 
bowlders (as is most of northern Iowa, 
having been one of the regions that was 
covered with the debris of the glacial 
age), but that they were all gathered 
up by the busy beings of long ago and 
fashioned into the wall which causes so, 
much amazement in the Hawkeye of 
to-day. 

PUZZLED TRAMPS. 

The Idea of Strikers Preventing Other 
People Iron) Going to Work. 

"Say, Bob," said the tramp to his 
companion, who was sharing with him 
the grateful shade of a spreading oak- 
tree, near which a New York Herald 
man stood, "I can't tell what makes 
dese yer strikers want to stop udder 
fellers from workin'. 1 ain't never had 
no temptashun to make a man quit 
work. I like to see a man work. 
When 1 lays down to smoke my 
pipe and take life easy dere ain't 
nothin' wot makes me feel so good all 
over as to concentrate my wishun on 
some feller wot's sweatin' an' slavin' 
out in ile hot sun for his daily bread. 
It just makes me feel contented wid 
me lot. By gum! dis vers a free coun- 
try, an' wot I say is de man wot wants 
to work ought to be allowed to work', 
on' I'm dead ag'in any man wot tries to 
stop him." 

"You're dead right," rejoined Hob, in 
the same philosophic strain, "but I tell 
yer human natur' is a mighty queer an' 
uncertain sort o' thing, an' de more I 
sees of it de less 1 understands it.

THE LUCIFER MATCH. 

How tho Useful Lit Ile Thing Was In- 
vented in England. 

It is not generally known, says the 
Pall Mall Gazette, that it is to Isaac 
Holden, member of parliament, that we 
owe the invention of the Inciter match. 
The discovery was. he has told us him- 
self, the result of it happy thought. "In 
the morning I used to get up at four 
o'clock to pursue my studies, and I used 
at that time the flint and steed, in the 
use of which I found a very great in- 
convenience. 

"Of course I knew, as other chemists 
did, the explosive material that was 
necessary in order to produce instanta- 
neous light, but it was very difficult to 
obtain a light on wood by that explo- 
sive material, and the idea occurred to 
me to put sulphur under the explosive 
mixtures. I did that and showed it in 
my next lecture on chemistry, a course 
of which I was delivering at a large 
academy. 

"There was," said Mr. Holden, "a 
young man in the room whose father 
was a chemist in London, and he imme- 
diately wrote to his father about it, 
and shortly after lucifer matches were 
issued to the world. Idiclieve that was 
the first occasion that we had the 
lucifer match. I was urged to go and 
take out a patent immediately, but, I 
thought it was so small a matter and 
cost me so little labor that I did not 
think it proper to go and get a patent, 
otherwise I have no doubt it would 
have been very profitable." 



Much of It Supposed to Ile Hoarded 
Away by Misers and Frugal 
Housewives .Throughout 
the United States. 

The tendency to hide away gold is 
remarkable. Except what is seen by 
the public in the form of jewelry, in 
gilding and ornaments on signs and 
buildings, in plating on various objects 
of art or use, all the gold is out of 
sight. It has wholly disappeared. 
What becomes of all the balance of the 
gold is a question which is oftener 
asked than answered. A vast amount 
of gold has been taken out of the earth 
within the century now nearly at its 
close, and it will be interesting to tit- 
tempt to trace it. The United States 
did not count much as a producer of 
gold until after the discovery of the 
mines in California. Since then and up 
to the beginning of the year IStl'J, we 
find the total production of gold in the 
union to be $1,000,000,000. These figures 
tire taken from the report of the super- 
intendent of the mint for 1891, and are 
authoritative. 

Now, where is the gold? asks the 
New Orleans Picayune. The mint re- 
port for 1881 shows that the total 
amount of gold, in coin and bars, in the 
United States on the hist day of Decem- 
ber, 1891, was $588,054,211. This was 
what was known to remain in the coun- 
try, in the vaults of the mint and treas- 
ury and in the possession of banks. 
Besides this amount 857,000,000 was 
kno wn to have been exported to foreign 
countries and ?:J,500.00U to have been 
worked up by goldsmiths for plate and 

jewelry and by goldbeaters fordentists' 
foil and gilders' leaf. Therefore, out of 
? 1,000, 000,000 of gold produced in the 
United States up to the end of L891.it 
was held thai only about S0S9,000,00() 
remained in tin' country in the form of 
coin and bullion, while tin- enormous 
sum of 1,000,000 had entirely disap- 
peared. Where can it be? Without 
doubt a great deal of it was sent to 
Europe. We have the government 
official returns. They show exports 
from 1848 to the end ' of 1891, in excess 
of imports, of S470,000,000. This 
amount deducted from the remainder 
of $1,311,000,000, would leave a balance 
of $741,000,000. 

Here. then, is the enormous amount 
of $741,000,000 in gold which cannot 
be accounted for. How much of it is 
hid away in odd comers, in the old 
stockings of frugal housewives, in the 
hoards of misers'.' The people must 
have a large amount of gold coin so se- 
creted. I landfills id' gold pieces treas- 
ured in broken teapots and other such 
receptacles, and even iron pets full tire 
sometimes dug up where they were 
buried and forgotten. It would not be 
surprising if more than a hundred mil- 
lions of dollars were so hidden away by 
tin' people. Then there i.-, a large 
amount in plate and ornaments, 
watches, jewelry and in other forms in 
which gold is consumed. Hut how 
much is ,'.unk' in the sea, in rivers, in 
the lakes, by the wreck- and burning of 
vessels? Nobody can answer. The 
most of I his is lost forever. There tire 
$741,000,000 of American gold taken 
out since the discovery of California to 
be accounted for. "'Where is it?

Care of Sick Mariners by the Do- 
minion Government— General 
Matters. 

A special meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Jubilee hospital was held in the 
Hoard of Trade rooms laat evening, there 
being proaent Mr. Joshua Da vies, president, 
in the chair, McaBrs. W. M. Chudley, C. 
Hay ward, A. C. Flumerfelt, A. Wilson, I. 
Braverman, E. Crow Baker, H. D. Helmcken, 
G. Brown, Geo. Byrnes and H. M. Yates, 
secretary. 

After routino business the communica- 
tions were taken up. 

Mr. W. J. Dowler, City Clerk and Clerk 
of the Board of Health, wrote us follows : 

"I am instructed by the Board of Health 
for the City of Victoria to inquire whether 
an arrangement can be entered into with 
tlio directors of the hospital to receive 
smallpox patients after the termination of 
the present arrangement on 31st Decem- 
ber, 1892. It is understood by the 
Board of Health that by using a 
portion of the lumber now in the buildings 
belonging to the city on the Jubilee Hos- 
pital grounds, some of the better struc- 
tures could be made suitable for patients 
during the winter months. If the city were 
to do this, will the hospital authorities 
either allow tlio city to send smallpox 
patients there, and treat them under direct 
city control on and after January 1, 1893 ; 
or will the hospital authorities receive them 
and treat them us at present ufter that 
date 1 

" The Board also desiro to offer another 
suggestion, viz : For the Jubilee Hospital 
authorities to take charge of all smallpox 
oases which may arise in the city ; the city 
paying a lixed sum per head, and allowing 
the hospital to use tho city buildings 
now on tho Jubilee grounds and the 
ambulance carriage and wagon ; tho hospi- 
tal authorities supplying medical attend- 
ance, nurses, guards, and everything con- 
nected with the care and proper treatment 
of smallpox patients reported to the hos- 
pital by the city medical health olliccr j in 
c;ise of death to bury the body ; the city to 
have no responsibility for property de- 
stroyed at the hospital belonging to 
patients, nurses, attendants or employes. 
In brief, the sum per head for patients 
treated to cover all expense of every de- 
scription as regards patients taken to the 
Jubilee hospital. 

" Should an arrangement of this bitter 
description be entertained by the Directors, 
would they bs so good as to name a sum 
per day. Tho suspects in either case to be 
dealt with as formerly and taken by the 
city to their station at Boss Bay. The 
bond of Health would feel obliged i: the 
Director* cun favor them with a reply 
at an early date. It must be obvious that 
should unfortunately any new cases occur 
in the city and the city be obliged to send 
them to their own station, in all probability 
that would then become the place of treat- 
ment." 

After some discussion, it was moved by 
Mr. E. Crow Baker, seconded by Mr. A. C. 
Flumerfelt : 

"That the Secretary bo instructed to 
reply to the corporation's communication of 
the 23rd inat., to the effect that this Hoard 
is willing to meet the views of the Board 
«f Health to the extent of an extension of 
timo to the .'list March, 189.'!, for the occu- 
pancy of the Jubilee hospital grounds for 
the purposes under consideration, and that 
it is preferable that the cily should have 
the entire control of smallpox cascs up lo 
the said extended date." Carried.

DEAR Sik,— In reply to yours of this date, in- 
for miliar me of tho arrival of ambulance, and ask* 
ing when and where It will be convenient for mo 
to formally present the same to the Hoard of 
Directors, will you kindly my to the Directors 
that I hope thoy will accopt tho ambulanoo 
without fur tiler ceremony. 1 1 is a great pleasure 
tome to bo able to do, however little, some- 
thing for the relief of tho sick and Buffering;, 
and it will be a satisfaction to think lhatiho 
ambulance will ease the long journey from the 
city to the hospital or many unfortunate suf- 
ferers as compared with the means heretofore 
available for convoying patients.

A letter from Dr. J. C. Davie in regard 
to tho removal of a patient from tho Marine 
hospital to the Jubilee hospital, brought up 
an interesting discussion as to the question 
of whether the Jubilee hospital should be 
taxed for tho care and treatment of patients 
who should properly be a charge on the 
Dominion Government. 

President Daviea drew attention to the 
fact that the Dominion Government collect- 
ed each year in the ports of the Province for 
sick mariners dues somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of $9,000, of which they paid out 
only $6, 000 for hospital purposes, and had 
so far not made any suitable arrangement for 
receivingandproperlycaringforpatients. Mr. 
Daviea also spoke of a case in which, when 
a Norwegian ship came into this port with 
a sick seaman on board, the man was at 
once sent to the Marine hospital, and a day 
later the captain called upon the Norwegian 
consul, Mr. Robert Ward, and complained 
of the way the man wus being looked after. 
The oiptain said he was a poor man him- 
self, but he would rather pay the expense 
of having the sailor taken to a decent hos- 
pital than leave him where he was. Mr. 
Ward had thereupon sent the sailor to the 
Jubilee hospital and was himeelf paying the 
expenses. 

Messrs. Wilson, Hayward, Byrnea and 
Baker apoke strongly on tho matter, the 
general feeling being that while the hospital 
was not going to shut its doors to anyone, 
indigent and suffering, Still it was but right 
that in such cases the Dominion Govern- 
ment should be asked to assist. Finally Mr. 
Byrnes moved the following resolution, 
seconded by Mr, Brown: "That strong 
representations bo made to our members of 
Parliament ami B. C. Board of Trade, Vic- 
toria, as to the treatment of seamen in the 
Dominion Marine Hospital, Victoria, in seri- 



j ous cases, which said hospital ia tinablo to 
handle, and that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to draft such a memorial." 

Tho resolution carried, tho three gentle- 
men named as the committee being Messrs. 
Byrnes, -Brown and Baker. 

A letter from Mr. J. C. Holdon re tho 
ambulance was received and tiled. _ Minor 
matters were discussed and dealt with, re- 
ports from the visiting committee and ma- 
tron being received and tiled.
